Bynn'.a 
and  Dr.  A.  M.Powell  were  appointed  a  committee  to  verify  proxies. 

On  motion,  the  meeting  adjourned  until  half-past  1  o'clock,  P.  ^l. 

1.30  O'clock,  P.  ^I. 

The  meeting  re-assemhled  pursuant  to  adjournment,  Judge  11.-. .^y 
in  the  Chair. 

The  Committee  on  Proxies  reported  that  there  were  over  160  Stock- 
holders present,  either  in  person  or  by  proxy,  representing  17,342  s1u;\k 
of  Individual  stock,  and  tliat  the  State  stock  was  proper! 3'^  represcsitcv 
l>y  Gov.  Caldwell  as  Siatc's  proxy. 


On  iiioUon  of  tiov.  Caldnx-II^  JudgL'  J.  L.  ik'Hry  was  elcftt-d  ptTnirt- 
neut  Cliainnan  and  II.  C.  C'owlcs  and  G.  P.  Erwin  were  continued  as* 
Secrctarios. 

The  Chairman  announced  the  meeting  organized  and  ready  for  bus- 
iness. 

On  motion  of  T.  G.  Walton,  Esq.,  the  Reports  of  the  Officers  of  the 
Company  were  received  and  the  reading  of  the  same  M^asdispensed  with. 

On  motion  of  Gov  Vance,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  investigate 
the  recent  collision  and  report  thereon  to  the  Ijoard  of  Directors  at  its 
next  meeting.  The  Chairman  a])j)ointed  Dr,  W.  II.  Ilowerton,  Dr, 
A.  M.  Towell  and  i\.  F.  Simoriton  as  the  Connnitteo. 

On  motion  of  Judge  Merriman,  the  meeting  proceeded  to  the  election' 
of  twelve  Directors  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  Chairman  appointed 
Gov.  Caldwell,  Dr.  llcjwertou  and  Maj.  A.  C.  Avery  to  superintend 
the  election.

Woodfin  moved  that  the  words  ''Financial  A2;ent''  in  the  Bj'C- 
Laws  passed  at  Statesville,  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  1S(38,  creating  the 
OtHce  of  Superintendent  and  Financial  Agent,  be  stricken  out. 

(lOV.  Cilklwell  presented  a-series  of  l^ye-Laws  as  an  amendment  to 
Mr.  A\''oodtin\s  motion,  and  on  motion,  the  Bye-Laws  were  referred  to 
a  committee  of  three  to  report  to  this  meeting  in  the  moruing.  Messrs. 
Caldwell  and  Woodfin  and  Dr.  Mott  were  appointed. 

On  moti(m,  the  meeting  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  Secretary  and 
Treasurer.  Jno.  (i.  Bynum  nomhiated  G.  P.  Erwin,  and  Br.  Mott 
nominated  IT.  C.  Cowles.  The  Chair  appointed  Dr.  A.  M.  Powell 
and  W.  (f .  Chandler  a  committee  to  superintend  the  election,  who  re- 
ported that  II.  C.  Cowles  received  21,095  and  G.  P.  Erwin  5,745  votes. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  adopted  and  Mr.  Cowles  declared  duly 
elected. 

On  motion,  the  meeting  adjoui'ued  until  to-morrow  morning  at  8 
o'clock.

The  niecting  re-assembled  pursuant  to  adjournment  and  on  motion, 
the  proceedings  of  yesterday  were  read,  corrected  and  approved. 

Gov.  Caldwell  .on  the  part  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  revise  the 
Bye-Laws  reported  the  following  as  a  substitute  for  the  old  Bj-c-Laws 
of  the  Comjiany  : 

BYE-I>AW?4  OF  THE  Vt  ESTEUX  N.  C,  RAIL,  KOAI>  CO.IIPANY. 

1st  The  next  annual  meeting  of  Stockholders  of  the  Eastern  Divis- 
ion of  the  ^y.  N.  C.  R.  B.  Company  shall  be  held  in  the  town  of  Mor- 
ganton,  on  the  2nd  Thursday  in  October,  1870  ;  and  all  suljsequent 
meetings  shall  be  held  at  such  place  as  may  he  agreed  upon  by  the 
Stockholders  on  the  2nd  Thursday  of  October  in  each  and  every  yeai". 
In  case  the  Stockholders  fixil  to  designate  the  place  of  meeting,  then 
the  IBonrd  of  Directors  are  authorized  to  make  the  selection.  The  Fi- 
nancial I'ear  shall  end  on  the  1st  day  of  Scptcniber  in  each  and  every 
year. 

2nd.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Stockholders  at  each  annual  meeting 
to  elect  the  Officers,  to  serve  until  the  next  annual  meeting,  and  on  the 
failure  of  the  Stockholders  at  the  annual  meeti)ig  to  elect  such  officers, 


liie  Proskleut  of  Uie  Company  for  the  lime  beiiiL',  shall  call  a  p;c'Uovnl 
meeting- of  the  Stockholders  within  twenty  days  of  the  annual  meeting; 
J  riaking  such  failure,  for  the  juirpose  of  electing  said  otficers,  and  on  the 
failure  of  the  President  to  call  such  meeting,  any  five  .of  the  Directors 
or  any  number  of  Stockholders,  representing  one-third  of  the  Individual 
stock  of  the  Com^iany,  may  call  such  meeting  and  on  the  failure  of  all 
these  to  call  said  meeting  in  the  time  prescril^ed,  then  the  old  oftlcers, 
coiumittees,  &c.,  shall  continue  to  hold  over  until  the  next  succeeding 
annual  meeting. 

3rd.  At  least  fifty  individual  Stockholders,  representing  a  majority 
of  the  Stock,  shall  be  present,  either  in  persf)n,  or  by  proxy,  and  the 
proxy  for  the  State,  shall  be  present  to  constitute  a  legal  meeting  of  the 
Stockholders. 

4ili.  The  President  or  an}'^  five  Directors  or  any  number  of  Stock- 
holders, representing  (me-third  of  the  indiviuual  stock  of  the  Company, 
shall  have  i)ower  to  call  occasional  meetings  at  such  times  and  place  as 
he  or  they  may  think  proper,  first  giving  (20)  twenty  days  notice 
thereof  in  two  newspapers  published  iu  the  State. 

5th.  The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  give  (20)  twenty  days  notice 
of  all  annual  meetings  of  Stockholders  in  at  least  tM'o  newspapers  pub- 
lished in  the  State, 

PRE.SIDEXT. 

1st.  The  President  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors at  their  first  meeting  immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  each 
annual  meeting  of  Stockholders,  and  shall  continue  in  ofiice  until  the 
aext  annual  meeting  and  until  his  successor  is  elected. 

2ud.  lie  shall  receive  for  his  compensation  annually  the  sum  of  Twen- 
ty Five  Hundred  Dollars  over  and  above  his  necessary  travelling  ex- 
penses while  on  business  for  the  Company. 

3rd.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board,  at 
which  he  is  present  and  shall  have  the  general  superintendence  of  the 
officers  and  aflairs  of  the  Company  and  shall  appoint  all  the  empk\vees 
of  the  Company  and  prescribe  the  duties  of  each,  and  shall  have  the 
p  )wer  at  any  time  to  discharge  any  emplo3-ce  of  the  Company  he  may 
think  necessary,  and  replace  him  by  some  one  else,  reporting  the  same 
to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  with  his  reasons  therefor  subject  to 
their  approval  or  rejection  :  he  shall  from  time  to  time  report  to  the 
Directors  all  mat  ters  touching  the  interest  and  welfore  of  the  Com])any. 

4th.  The  President  shall  keep  the  seal  of  the  Company  and  with  the 
consent  of  the  maj(U"ity  of  the  Directors  shall  atlix  the  same  to  all  in- 
struments to  which  the  attestation  of  the  seal  is  necessary. 


OFFICE  lis. 

1st.  Tlie  followinj:;  are.  declared  officers  of  the  Company,  to-wit*.  Tlie 
]'resideiit,  Directors,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  the  Superintendent  and 
the  Chief  Engineer ;  all  other  persons  whose  services  are  necessary 
shall  be  considered  employees :  all  the  officers,  except  the  President, 
shall  be  elected  annually!^'  the  Stockholders.  The  President  shall  l»o 
elected  annually  by  the  Board  of  Directors  and  shall  be  selected  fi-oiu 
their  number. 

2nd.  Salaries  of  officers  shall  not  be  changed  except  at  the  annual 
meetings  of  the  Stockholders. 

DIRECTORS. 

1st.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  meet  once  in  three  mouths  nnd  tlie 
President  shall  have  the  ppwcr  to  convene  the  Board  as  often  as  tiie 
interest  of  the  Company  may  require. 

2nd.  The  Directors,  except  where  they  are  salaried  officers,  shall  re- 
ceive, as  full  compensation  for  their  services,  fifteen  cents  per  mile  for 
ever}''  mile  necessarily  travelled  in  the  State  to  and  from  the  place  of 
meeting  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Board. 

Ih'd.  Five  members  of  the  Board,  including  the  President  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum, 

SECrvETARY  AX1>  TREASI'RER. 

1st.  The  office,  of  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  shall  be  combined. 

2nd.  The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  give  a  bond  in  the  sum  of 
Fifty  Thousand  Dollars,  his  security  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  and  he  shall  receive  for  his  sei'vices  the  sum  of  (^1,250)  Twelve 
Hundred  and  Fifty  DoUai's  per  annum. 

;5rd.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  to  keep  a 
full  record  of  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  to  take  charge  of 
and  safely  keep  all  mone}-  and  other  valuable  effects  of  the  Company 
and  pay  out  the  same,  on  the  requisitions  of  the  President,  taking  pro- 
per vouchers  and  perform  all  such  like  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  ))}' 
the  Board  of  Directors. 

SUPER  TTVTE>,D  EXT. 

1st.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  to  attend  to  the  de- 
tails of  running  the  Road  as  fiir  as  the  same  may  be-in  opei-ation. 

2nd.  He  shall  receive  as  compensation  for  his  services  the  sum  of 
$2,000  per  annum. 

CHIEF  ENGINEER. 

1st.  The  Chief  Engineer  shall  have  charge  of  the  construction  of  the 
Road  and  the  general  supervision  and  control  of  the  Contractors.  He 
shall  construct  and  lay  out  all  work  necessary  for  the  building  of  the 
Road,  making  estimates  and  specifications  for  all  such  buildings  and 
branches  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  operation  of  the  Road,  give  his  ad-

vioo  to  tlte  Board  of  DiroetorM  whon  voqnin-d,  andppi-forni  all  Kiidi  liko 
duties  as  the  Directors  ina,y  specify.  He  shall  have  i)o\ver  to  apix)iiit 
and  control  such  Assistant  Engineers  as  may  be  necessary  and  shall  re- 
ceive for  his  services,  the  sum  of  S^3,000  per  annum  over  and  above  his 
travelling  expenses,  inciu-red  by  order  of  the  President  or  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

IIF.POKTS. 

1st.  The  Reports  of  the  President  and  Directors  and  the  accompanv- 
ing  lleports  of  the  Officers  shall  be  published  and  distributed  among  the 
Stockholders  inunediately  after  the  organization  of  each  annual  meet- 
ing. 

CONTRACTS. 

1st.  Contracts  shall  be  made  under  such  forms  and  regulations  as  the 
Board  of  Directors  nia}- prescribe  and  when  signed  by  the  President, 
shall  be  binding  on  the  Company — either  with  or  without  the  seal  of 
the  Corporation. 

•2nd.  All  ctnitracts  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  and 
Treasurer. 

C03IMITTEE.S. 

1st.  A  Standing  Coinmittee  of  three  persons  shall  be  appointed  at 
each  annual  meeting  of  the  Stockholders  to  audit  and  report  upon  tlie 
accomits  of  the  Treasurer.  The  said  Committee  shall  report  to  the 
next  annual  meeting. 

2nd.  That  a  Standing  Committee  of  three  persons  shall  be  appointed 
at  each  annual  meeting  to  serve  as  a  Committee  of  Inspection,  it  shall 
be  their  duty  to  thoroughly  inspect  the  state  of  the  road-bed,  rolling 
stock,  bridges,  dt;pots,  &c.,  general  management  of  the  Bo;id,  and  re- 
port the  same  to  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Stockholders. 

;5rd.  That  a  Standing  Committee  to  verify  and  report  on  proxies  be 
appointed  at  each  annual  meeting  to  serve  at  the  next  annual  meeting 
and  all  intermediate  meetings  by  whomsoever  called.  Said  Committee 
shall  consist  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  and  two  Stockholders,  any 
one  of  whom  ma}'  act,  the  other.s  being  absent.  It  shall  be  the  duty  oL. 
Stockholders  to  report  themselves,  and  their  proxies  to  the  Committee 
innnediately  on  their  arrival  at  the  place  of  meeting  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Conmiittee  to  report  to  the  assembled  Stockholders  when 
enough  stock  has  been  verified  to  constitute  a  meeting,  whereupon  the 
meeting  shall  proceed  to  elect  a  Chairman,  to  preside  and  maintain  or- 
der, in  the  meeting  and  to  decide  such  questi<«is  as  may  come  befoi'e 
the  niLeting  at  any  time  during  the  organization  and  no  stock  shall  be 
entitled  to  representation  in  the  meeting,  either  in  person  or  by  proxy, 
until  it  is  verified  bv  the  Committee.

TIlEliEOF. 

Sk!  TION  1.  The  Coxrral  A.-i^eiubh/  of  Xorili  Carnlnxi.  On  ina'-t,  That 
the  at;t  incorporatuiij;  the  Western  Xorth  Carolina  Kail  lload  Compa- 
ii;,',  ratified  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  fifty-five,  and  all  other  acts  amendatory  thereof,  be  amended 
as  follows,  to-Avit :  The  capital  stock  of  the  Western  Xorth  Carolina 
Kail  Road  Company,  for  the  Western  Division  of  said  Road,  shall  be 
ten  millions  of  dollars,  and  the  ca})ital  stock  of  the  Eastern  Division 
shall  bo  increased  to  six  and  one-half  millions  of  dollars,  and  the  State 
shall  subscribe  for  tlie  stock  of  said  Company,  as  now  provided  by  law, 
until  the  Koad  shall  be  completed  :  Proviilcd,  nerertltelcsa,  That,  of  the 
appropriation  made  for  the  Eastern  Division  of  said  Koad,  a  sum,  of 
not  exceeding  eighty  thousand  dollars,  shall  be  expended  in  the  con- 
struction of  a  Branch  Koad,  leading  from  a  point  at  or  near  Catawba 
J:^tation,  in  Catawba  County,  to  the  Lime  Beds,  in  said  County,  said 
Jiranch  not  to  exceed  five  miles  in  length. 

Sec,  2.  That  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Western  Division  of  said 
Koad,  at  any  time,  by  order  of  the  stockholders  of  said  Division,  shall 
have  power  to  borrow  money  from  time  to  time,  not  exceeding  in  a- 
mount  the  sum  of  two  millions  of  dollars,  and  to  secure  the  payment 
of  the  same  by  bonds  of  the  "Western  North  Carolina  Rail  Road  Com- 
pany, signed  by  the  President  and  countersigned  by  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Y\'estern  Division  of  said  Road,  bearing  interest  at  a  rate  not  greater 
than  eight  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  at  sfich  place,  and  maturing 
at  such  time,  not  exceeding  thirty  years,  as  may  be  designated,  and  to 
secure  the  payment  of  such  bonds,  and  enhance  the  valne  of  the  same, 
the  said  Board  of  Directors  may  mortgage  from  time  to  time,  all  the 
l^roperty  of  said  Company,  including  the  franchise  and  Road  bed,  be- 
longing or  appertaining  to  the  said  Western  Division,  and  no  more, 
and  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  register  such  mortgage  deeds  in  the  County 
of  Buncombe,  according  to  law,  to  make  the  same  effectual,  as  if  the 
same  were  registered  in  every  County  in  which  the  property  of  said 
Company,  so  conveyed,  is  situated. 

8ec.  3.  When  the  capital  stock  is  paid  for  with  land,  tlie  jtrice  al- 
lowed for  such  land  shall  be  fixed  at  the  value  of  the  same  in  gold,  be- 
fore tlic  Treasurer  shall  subscril)e  for  stock  on  the  part  of  the  State,  on 
account  of  such  stock.     And  the  I'rcsidcut  of  said  Western  Division 


shall  certify  the  solvency  of  all  subscriptions,  whether  payable  m  land 
or  not,  as  provided  by  law. 

Skc.  4.  That  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  charter  of  the 
"Western  Xorth  Carolina  llailKoad  Company,"  ratified  the  nineteenth 
day  of  August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  and  all 
the  provisions  thereof  be,  and  the  same  is  hei-eby  re-enacted,  and  in  all 
things  confirmed  :  and  the  said  act  is  hereby  constituted  a  part  of  this 
act ;  and  all  the  bonds  of  the  State,  heretofore  made  and  issued  to  and 
for  and  on  account  of  said  Rail  Road  Company,  and  for  the  purposes 
therein  specified,  are  hereby  ratified  and  made  good,  to  all  intents  and 
purposes,  as  if  issued  under  and  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act. 

Sec.  5.  That  on  the  surrender  of  the  bonds  heretofore  issued  tmdcr 
and  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  the  said  act,  the  Treasui'er  is  hereby 
authorized  and  required  to  issue  and  substitute  new  bonds  of  the  Statc^ 
of  like  tenor  and  date,  executed  in  like  mannei",  and  in  all  respects 
similar,  for  such  bonds  so  surrendered  :  except  that  such  new  and  sub- 
stituted bonds  shall  be  issued  and  purj^ort  to  be  issued,  under  and  by

times,  as  they  may,  from  time  to  time,  designate,  and  the  majority  of 
the  votes  cast  upon  any  proposition  to  the  people  of  a  County  to  sub- 
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scnk»e  for  8uuh  (.•upital  stock,  .shall  be  sufliciciit  to  cauthorizc  such  sub- 
scriptions for  such  cai)ital  stock  heretofoie  niadc,  are  here  in  all  things 
rsUitied^  ,., 

JSec.  8.  That  the  County  Commissioners  of  any  County  havhig  stock 
in  said  Company,  shall  appoint  a  i)roxy  to  rei)resent  sudi  stock  in  the 
stocldiolders'  ineetings,  said  proxy  to  be  appointed  by  a  majority  of  the 
Commissioners. 

.  ,Sec.  9.  The  stockholders  of  the  Western  Division  of  said  Head  shall 
have  power  to  fix  the  time  and  place  of  their  meetings,  and  the  pro- 
ceedings had,  and  acts  done,  by  such  stockholders,  and  the  Directors 
of  said  Division  in  and  at  the  organization  of  the  same,  are  hereby  in 
all  things  ratilied  and  confinued. 

SiiC.  10.  The  stockliolders  of  said  Company,  including  the  State,  for 
the  Eastern  Division,  shall  have  the  power  and  the  right  to  elect  all 
tlie  Directors  and  officers  of  the  Company  and  to  prescribe  the  duties 
of  each,  excejit  that  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  elect  the  President 
froiu  the  Board  of  Directors  ;  Prodded^  That  on  all  questions,  and  in 
all  elections,  the  State  shall  be  entitled  to  ixpro  rata  vote  upon  all  her 
stock  according  to  the  representation  of  the  individual  stock  in  the 
meeting  ;  and  a  proxy  appointed  by  the  Governor  shall  cast  the  vote 
of  the  State.

Tiie  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Western  Division  of  said- 
Hioad  shall  have  power,  in  their  discretion,  to  fix  tlie  \\\'sttrn  terminus 
of  the  main  branch  thereof,  on  the  Tennessee  or  Georgia  line  in  Cher- 
okee County. 

Sk(\  14.  That  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  register  the  deeds,  conveying 
the  right  of  way,,  depots  and  station  grounds  to  the  Western  Division 
of  said  Company  in  the  County  of  Buncombe,  and  all  sucli  deeds  and 
couveyan(;e  uot  heretororc  registered,  shall  be  registered  in  that  bounty* 
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Sfx'.  15.  That  snid  Wostcni  jS'orth  Carolina;  Kail' Road  Company 
sliall  have  power  to  make  or  discontinue  branches  of  said  Road  at  will, 
and  it  may  use  the  branches  as  will  best  promote  its  convenience  and 
interest :  Prorided.,  nevertheless,  This  section  shall  not  confer  any  ])0wer 
to  interfere  with  the  Branch  Road  to  Paint  Rock,  and  no  other  branch 
shall  be  begun  until  the  main  trunk  to  Ducktown,  and  the  branch  to 
Paint  Rock  shall  have  been  completed. 

Sec.  16.  The  acceptance  of  this  amendment  to  the  original  charter 
of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Rail  Road  Company,  and  of  the  acts

Provided,  That  on  or  before  the  day  upon  which  the  first 
coupon  of  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  by  this  act  shall  become 
due,  the  President  of  the  above  named  Rail  Road  Company  shall  pay 
to  the  Public  Treasurer,  either  in  cash  or  matured  coupons  of  bonds, 
upon  wliich  the  Public  Treasurer  is  made  to  pay  the  interest  under 
this  act,  the  sum  of  ninety  thousand  dollars  :  and  on  or  before  the  day 
upon  which  the  second  coupon  of  the  bonds  authorized  by  this  act  shall 
become  due,  the  President  of  the  above  Rail  Road  Company  shall  pay 


in  like  maimer,  the  sum  of  ninety  thousand  dollars  :  and  on  or  before 
the  day  u])on  which  the  third  coupon  as  aforesaid  shall  become  due, 
the  President  above  named  shall  pay  to  the  Public  Treasurer  in  like 
manner,  the  sum  of  sixty  thousand  dollars  :  and  on  or  before  the  day 
upon  which  the  fourth  coupon  as  aforesaid  shall  beccmie  due,  the  Pres- 
ident above  named  shall  pay  to  the  Public  Treasurer  in  like  manner, 
the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  20.  Provided,  further,  That  of  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued 
imder  this  act,  five  hundred  and  forty  thousand  dollars  shall  be  retain- 
ed by  the  Public  Treasurer  as  collateral  security  for  the  faithful  per- 
formaiute  of  the  conditions  of  the  preceding  section,  and  that  upon  the 
payment  of  the  tirst  ninety  thousand  dollars  as  aforesaid,  the  Public 
Treasurer  shall  be  authorized  to  deliver  to  said  Hail  Road  Company 
one  hundred  and  eighty  thousand  dollars  of  the  abo\e  named  five  hun- 
dred and  forty  thousand  dollars  of  bonds,  and  upon  the  payment  of  the

authorized  to  issue  to  said  Rail  Road  Company,  an  additional  amount 
of  bonds,  equal  at  their  par  value,  to  the  amount  paid  in  cash  by  said 
Compau}'  in  behalf  of  the  State,  according  to  the  provisions  of  section 
uineteeu  of  this  act,  said  bonds  to  be  in  all  respects  similar  to  those 
authorized  to  be  issued  by  this  act. 

Sec.  21.  All  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this  act,  ara 
hereby  repealed.

STOCKUOLDERS'  MEETING. 


MORGANTON,  X.  C,  Aj^,ril  7iii,  1869. 

In  pursuance  to  a  call  made  by  J.  J.  Mott,  President  of  the  Eastern 
Division  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company,  and  Geo. 
W.  Swepson,  Presioc;Qt  of  the  Western  Division  of  said  Company,  and 
in  conformity  with  recent  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  North  Car- 
olina, ratified  respectively  on  the  29th  and  30th  days  of  Jannary,  1869, 
and  on  the  1st  day  of  April,  1869,  a  meeting  of  the  Stockholders  of  said 
Divisions  Avas  held  in  the  Court-House  in  the  town  of  Morganton,  on 
Wednesday  the  tth  day  of  April,  1869.  A  temporary  organization  was 
effected  by  calling  J.  W.  Bowman  to  the  Chaii"  and  appointing  R.  W. 
Pulliam  and  AVallace  N.  Rollins,  Secretaries  ^;ro  tern. 

Gen.  T.  L*  Clingman  moved  that  a  committee  of  two  be  appointed 
from  each  Division  by  the  Chair  to  verify  proxies,  which  motion  pre- 
vailed. 

The  Chair  appointed  Dr.  A,  M.  Powell  and  A.  11.  Shnford,  Esq,, 
for  the  Eastern  Division,  and  CoL  A.  T.  Davidson  and  G.  M.  Roberts, 
Esq.,  for  the  Western  Division. 

A  short  interval  haA'ing  elapsed,  the  Committee  for  the  Eastern  Di-^ 
vision  reported  that  forty-three  thousand  five  hundred  shares,  consti- 
tuting a  majority  of  the  stock  of  said  Division,  was  represented,  and 
fifty-nine  thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixty-one  shai'es,  constituting  a 
majoritiy  of  the  stock  in  the  Western  Division,  was  represented,  and 
that  the  aggregate  amount  of  stock  represented  by  the  two  Divisions 
jointly,  in  person  or  by  proxy,  was  one  hundred  and  three  thousand

pursuance  of  resolutions  passed  by  the  Stockholders  of  the  Eastern  and 
Western  Divisions,  in  lawful  meeting  by  them  respectively  held  in  the 
town  of  Morganton  on  the  day  and  year  aforesaid — on  motion  of  Hon. 
Z.  B.  Vance  for  temporary  organization,  M.  L.  McCorkle,  Esq.,  was 
called  to  the  Chair,  and  G.  M.  Roberts,  Esq.,  was  appointed  Secretary.

The  Committee  upon  inquiry  and  due  examination,  and  in  pursuance

14.599  shares,  and  Tod  R.  Caldwell,  proxy  for  the  State,  representing 

36.600  shares  ;  and  for  the  Western  Division,  forty-three  private  Stock- 
holders representing  19,961  shares,  and  General  R.  M.  Henry,  proxy 
for  the  State,  representing  40,000  shares,  being  a  large  majority  for  the 
Stock  in  each  Division  of  said  Road. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  having  been  adopted,  on  motion  of  Tod 
R,  Caldwell,  Gen.  Robert  M.  Henry,  of  Macon,  was  elected  President 
of  the  joint  meeting  of  Stockholders,  and  G.  P.  Erwin  and  R.  W.  Pul- 
liam  appointed  Secretaries.  The  permanent  organization  thus  com- 
pleted. Gen.  T.  L.  Clingman  submitted  the  following  preamble  and 
resolutions  :

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the  said  for?^ner  meeting  accepting  the  a- 
pieniinienle  to  the  act  incorporating  the  V,''e8t,ern  North  Carolina  Railroad 
<Comjiany  a»il  all  actf>  amendatory  thereto,  the  6»id  amendments  being  en- 


tilled  "An  Act  amendatory  of  the  act  to  incorpornic  tlie  Wefilern  North 
Carolina  Kailroatl  Company,"  ratified  tlielotli  day  of  February,  1855,  anii 
of  al'l  other  acts  amendatory  thereof,  ratitied  the  29th  day  of  January, 
1869  ;  the  act  entitled  "An  Act  amendatory  of  and  fanpiilementa!  to  an  act 
entitled  "An  Act  to  be  entitled  an  act  amc^damry  of  llic  act  to  incorporate 
the  Western  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company,"  ratified  the  15lh  day  of 
February,  1855,  and  of  all  other  acts  amendatory  thereof,  passed  at  the 
present  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  ratified  on  the  29tli  day  of 
January,  1869,  ratified  the  oOth  day  of  January,  1S09,  and  an  act  entitleil 
"An  Act  supplemental  to  and  amendatory  of  an  act  passed  at  the  present 
session  of  the  General  Assembly,  entitled  'an  act  amendatory  of  an  act  to 
incorjjorate  the  Western  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company,'  ratified  the 
15th  day  of  February,  1855,  and  of  all  other  acts  amendatory  thereof." 
ratified  the  1st  day  of  April,  1869,  is  hereby  reaffirmed  and  ratified  in  all 
reepecte,  fln<l  the  said  acts  are  accepted  and  made  a  part  of  the  charter  of 
the  said  Western  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company. 

The  preamble  and  resolution  were  unanimously  acloptcd. 

General  Clingman  then  moved  that  the  Presidents  of  tlie  Eastern 
and  AVestern  Divisions  of  the  Western  Xorth  Carolina  llailroad,  he 
requested  to  certify  to  the  Governor  the  unanimous  acceptance  of  the 
amendments  to  the  charter,  as  proi)osed  by  the  General  Assembly,  in- 
dicated and  defined  in  the  foregoing  preamble  and  resolution  ;  and  that 
the  proceedings  of  this  meeting  be  furnished  the  press  of  Xorth  Caro- 
lina for  publication  by  the  Secretaries. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned  sine  die.

Judge  Merrimon  then  introduced  the  follovring  resolution  : 

Resolved,  Tiiat  the  private  Stockholders  of  the  Eastern  Division  of  the 
Western  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company,  the  stock  of  the  State  not 
being  voted,  do  hereby  accept  the  Act  and  all  the  provisions  of  such  Act, 
passed  by  the  Gei;eral  Assembly  of  tlie  State  of  North  Carolina  at  its  late 
session,  entitled  "An  Act  to  be  entitled  an  act  amendatoiy  of  the  act  to 
incorporate  the  Western  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company,  ratified  the 
15th  day  of  February,  1855,  and  all  acts  amendatory  thereof,"  in  the  words 
and  figures  foUovTing,  that  is  to  say : 

Section  1.  The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact.  That  the 
proviso  in  section  15th  of  said  Act  shall  not  be  so  conetrued  as  to  prevent 
the  immediate  construction  of  the  Branch  Road  leading  from  a  point  near 
Oatavfba  Station,  in  Catawba  county,  to  the  Lime  Beds  as  provided  for  in 
Section  let  ofeaid  act;  and  in  all  meetings  hereafter  held  by  the  Stock- 
holders of  the  Eastern  Division  of  said  Company,  the  State  stock,  if  rep- 
resented, shall  v-ote  as  provided  in  the  11th  Section  of  the  act  ratified  the 
29th  day  of  Ja.mary,  1809,  for  the  "Western  Division"  of  which  tliis  is 
amendatory,  and  the  adoption  of  these  and  future  amendments  shall  be 
left  to  the  private  Stockholders  of  the  Eastern  Division.

Mr.  Calvin  J.  Oowles  moved  to  postpone  action  on  the  resolution 
until  the  next  i-e,:i;ular  meeting  and  called  for  a  stock  vote. 

The  Chair  api)ointed  C.  J.  Cowles  and  Maj.  J.  W.  Wilson  to  super- 
intend said  vote,  who  reported  the  result  as  follows  :  Voting  to  post- 
pone, .3,191  ;  voting  against  postponing,  11,404. 

Lt.  Gov.  Caldwell  claimed  the  right  and  oiTered  to  vote  the  entire 
:-ir),GOO  votes  of  the  State. 

The  (Jhair  refused  to  allow  the  vote  to  he  counted  and  decided  that 
the  State's  proxy  had  no  right  to  cast  the  vote  of  the  State,  to  post- 
pone, pending  the  question  of  adoption  ov  rejection  of  the  amendment 
to  the  charter. 

Mr.  Caldwell  appealed  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair  and  called  for 
a  stock  vote. 

The  Chair  appointed  the  same  gentlemen  as  a  committee  to  superin- 
tend the  said  vote,  who  reported  the  result  as  follows  :  Votes  to  sus- 
tain the  Chair,  i;3,584  ;  votes  against  sustaining  the  Chair,  1,011. 

Gov.  Caldwell  olTered  to  cast  the  vote  of  the  State  upon  the  question 
of  appeal. 

The  Chair  decided  that  the  State's  proxy  had  no  right  to  cast  the 
vote  of  the  State  upon  thif^'  question. 

Gov.  Caldwell  desired  the  following  protest  to  he  entered  on  the  re- 
cord in  the  following  words  and  figures,  yiz  : 

Tod  R.  Caldwell,  f<:r  liimseK  and  as  proxy  for  the  State,  protests  that 
this  is  not  a  lawful  iiieeliiig  of  iheStockholders  of  the  Eas^terii  Division  of 
the  Western  Norfii  Carolina  Knilroad  Company,  for  tlie  reason  that  tliere 
was  no  call  lor  a  sepfuvte  meeting  liy  tlie  President  ol  t»ai(i  Division  as  is 
required  bylaw;  and  lie  Ciirther  protests  against  the  actior.  in  adopting 
the  amendment  to  the  C'harter,  ratified  9th  April,  1809,  hy  a  ten>porary 
President  of  the  Senate,  who  was  nnt,  anthorizeii  by  the  Constitution  to 
ratil'v  any  Act  of  Assemltly  ;  and  he  furtlier  protests  on  the  grout: d  that 
the  Chairman  of  the  meeting  ruled  that  the  proxy  for  tlie  .State  was  not 
entitled  to  cast  the  full  vote  of  the  State,  but  scaled  the  same  to  one-third 
of  the  Slate's  interest — this  deciMori  I)eing  reniiered  after  the  adoption  by 
a  joint  uieeting  of  the  Eastern  and  Western  Divisions  of  the  Western  N. 
C!.  R.  R.  Company  had  accepte<l  the  acts  of  the  General  Assembly,  ratified 
29th  and  ^SOih  .January,  1S<)9,  and  1st  of  April,  liSG9.  respectively,  and 
made  them  a  part  an.l  parcel  of  the  Charter  of  said  C  mipany,  )iy  the  pro- 
visions of  vvliich  the  proxy  for  the  Slate  was  entitled  to  cast  the  full  vote 
of  the  State. 

Maj.  Avery  oflered  the  folloAving  resolution  which  was  adopted  : 

lieso/ved,  By  tlit^  Stoclsholdera  of  ilie  Western  No.  Ca.  R.  R  Company 
that,  in  accepting  the  amendment,  this  day  submitted,  to  the  Charter  of 
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t])is  Company,  that  we  do  not  intenri  to  violate  tTie  pleriee  given  by  ihe 
Company  to  the  citizens  of  Newton  to  build  a  Rrancli  Koad  to  said  tOAvn, 
iind  continue  to  run  llie  trains  on  tlie  same. 

Lt.  Gov.  Caldwell  then  movecl  to  adjourn  and  called  for  a  stock  vote. 

The  Chair  appointed  the  same  committee,  C.  J.  Co^'  i  ^  and  Major 
J.  W.  Wilson  to  superintend  the  vote,  who  imported  as  follows  :  Votss 
to  adjourn,  929  ;  against  adjournment,  13,4:33. 

Judge  Merrimon  introduced  the  following  resolution  which  was  a- 
dopted  unanimously : 

Besolved,  Tliat  it  shall  not  be  competent  to  make  any  motion  to  a^ljonrn 
or  to  make  any  other  dilatory  motion  pending  the  motion  to  adopt  the 
amendment  before  the  meeting. 

The  question  then  recurred  upon  the  adoption  of  Judge  Merrimon 's 
resolution  accepting  the  amendment.

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It  will  be  seen  that  the  total  earninjrs  of  the  Road  this  year,  arc 
847, o63  91  against  852,702  04  of  the  year  previous,  making  the  Re- 
ceipts of  this  year  appear  upon  the  books  less  by  8.j,000.  This  is  ac- 
counted  for  by  our  being  deprived  of  the  heavy  receipts  of  last  year  for 
(xovernmcut  Transportation,  while  United  States  troops  were  station- 
ed in  Morganton,  amounting  to  a  fraction  over  87,000,  which  added  to 
the  earnings  of  the  present  year,  would  show  an  increase  in  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Road.  The  increased  service  employed  since  the  first  of 
April  in  running  an  additional  daily  Train,  extraordinar}'  repairs  re- 
sulting from  storms  and  otherwise,  account  for  deficiency  in  the  nett 
eirnings. 

The  relinquishment  of  charges  for  supplies  to  our  contractors  will 
explain  the  account  placed  to  Loss  and  Damage. 

A  committee  for  the  purpose,  is  looking  into  the  matter  of  Tarifl", 
and  will  I  think,  as  it  should  do,  lower  the  rates  of  charge  both  on 
passenger  travel  and  freights ;  which  would  result  without  doubt  in 
benefit  to  the  Road. 

The  same  rigid  economy  used  upon  the  Road  heretofore  has  been 
kept  up  by  me,  and  I  am  led  to  believe  that  the  S3-stem  as  it  is,  has 
been  of  doubtful  propriety. 

I  think  more  money  could  have  been  expended  with  a  result  more 
satisfactory  to  all  concerned.  The  Road  bed  should  be  put  in  a  con- 
dition that  would  require  less  force  to  keep  it  up.  The  Shops  should 
be  rebuilt  and  more  workmen  employed  in  them.  There  is  pressing 
need  of  rolling  stock.  The  diflerent  coaches,  Mail  and  Passenger,  are 
insuflicient,  and  inadequate  to  the  requirements  and  the  decency  of  the 
Road.  Orders  have  been  given  for  the  building  of  some,  which  Avill 
soon  be  ready.  Others  are  required,  and  should  be  had  as  soon  as  jios- 
>il)le. 

We  have  during  the  year  rebuilt  the ''Salisbury,"  an  engine  burnt 
by  Stoneman  ;  overhauled  another  engine,  the  ''Morganton,"'  and  got 
out  a  lot  of  new  flats,  A  first-class  bridge  (Howe  Truss)  has  been  con- 
>structed  over  Second  Creek. 

A  destructive  frLsliejt  in  May  last,  carried  away  the  trestle  work  over 
Rufialo  Shoal  Creek,  the  culvert  at  Clark's,  and  large  sections  of  em- 
l)ankmentat  different  points  along  the  line  from  Statesvillc  to  Xewton. 
The  road-bed  was  otherwise  badly  damaged  by  it.  A  force  was  collec- 
ted and  the  Trains  were  again  making  their  regular  trips  in  a  very 
short  space  of  time,  considering  the  amount  of  work  which  had  to  be 
done.  The  thanks  of  the  Company  ai'e  due  that  best  of  bridge  builder.-, 
]SIr.  Renno,  and  also  Messrs.  Walker,  Petty  and  the  others  unplcycd. 
tor  the  rapidity  with  which  tlioy  cxc-ufcd  these  repairs. 


The  property  in  tlie  well  at  Salisbury  belonsinp;  to  the  Company  has 
been  taken  up,  under  the  direction  of  the  Boaixl  of  Directors,  and  found 
to  consist  of  diiferent  kinds  of  valuable  metals.  None  of  it  has  Ijee  ii 
sold,  as  it  will  be  needed  from  time  to  time  in  the  Shops, 

The  debt  of  the  Company  on  file  in  the  Treasurer's  Office,  sho-\vs  the 
claim  to  11.  Xorris  &  Son,  of  Philadelphia,  to  have  been  reduced  to 
$16,000.  This  was  contracted  before  the  war.  AVe  owe  the  Southern 
Express  Company  $20,000,  borrowed  in  ISOo  at  0  per  cent.  This  in- 
terest is  annually  discharged  by  .ur  claims  upon  the  Company  for  ser- 
vices rendered,  and  the  debt  remains  about  the  same.  Judgements  to 
the  amount  of  about  $8,000  against  the  Company  ;  $1,200  to  the  U.  S. 
Government ;  $3,000  to  the  A.,  T.  &  O.  R.  R.,  and  some  small  local 
accounts  constitute  the  balance.  "We  have  a  claim  upon  the  U.  S. 
Government,  and  also  one  upon  the  A.,  T.  &  O.  R.  R. 

In  the  work  of  construction  we  have  been  unavoidably  delayed  on 
the  Road  West  of  Morgantou.  At  different  points  obstructions  of  a 
very  serious  character  have  occurred  which  were  entirely  unlooked  for, 
and  which  we  could  not  reasonably  have  expected.  These  have  been 
in  a  measure  overcome,  and  all  seems  favorable  again.  Messrs.  John 
Malone  &  Co.,  in  their  heavy  wor'k  on  the  Mountain  Division,  as  well 
as  most  of  the  Contractors  along  the  line  are  using,  in  most  instances, 
such  force  as  their  work  will  justify. 

The  Depot  at  Rutherford's  will  be  ready  by  the  time  the  track  reaches 
that  point.  The  contract  for  the  Depot  at  Marion  has  been  taken  by 
parties,  to  be  completed  before  the  winter.  It  is  to  be  a  substantial 
brick  building,  and  the  price  paid  for  it  is  reasonable.  Five  hundred 
tons  of  iron  have  been  purchased  and  paid  for.  Three  hundred  and 
fifty  tons  of  this  has  been  put  down,  commencing  at  Morganton.  The 
balance  is  in  process  of  delivery,  and  will  be  laid  as  fast  as  it  reaches 
us.  More  has  been  contracted  for  and  will  be  delivered  from  time  to 
time  as  it  is  needed. 

The  new  bridges  will  be  built  by  Mi-.  Renno  ;  a  mere  mention  of  tliis 
fact  is  sufficient  assurance  of  their  safety  and  permanenc}'. 

Advancements  have  been  made  to  the  Contractors  West  of  the  Ridge 
and  they  are  at  work. 

I  refer  you  for  further  particulars  as  to  construction  on  this  part  of 
the  work  to  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Engineer. 

The  accidental  collision  of  the  trains  lately,  which  resulted  in  the 
loss  of  a  thousand  dollars  to  the  Company,  is  much  to  be  deplored. — 
Fortunately  no  lives  were  lost.     In  my  opinion,  the  blame  in  the  mat- 
ter is  moi-e  directly  attributable  to  the  Master  Mechanic  than  any  one . 
else,  in  permitting  the  departure  of  the  last  Train  on  that  day  from  the 
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Shops.  Others  might  reasoiial)ly  be  iini)Ucatcd.  The  Stockholders 
themselves  could  very  appropriate!}'  come  in  for  a  fair  share  of  culpa- 
bility, after  creating  at  the  last  annual  meeting  one  new  office,  de- 
tracting from  the  powers  of  the  most  important  one  of  the  old,  and 
leaving  the  duties  of  both  undefined  and  uncertain.  Rest  the  fault 
Avhere  it  will,  less  might  have  been  said  of  it,  considering  the  entire 
freedom  of  the  Road  from  accident  of  the  sort  for  years.  Except  this, 
I  commend  the  ability  and  faithfulness  with  which  the  various  officers 
and  employees  have  discharged  their  duties  in  all  the  departments. 

The  Legislature  at  its  last  session  passed  an  act  which  was  ratified 
on  the  15th  day  of  February,  increasing  the  capital  stock  of  the  West- 
ern Xorth  Cai'olina  Rail  Road  Company,  to  six  and  one-half  million 
of  dollars.  Of  this  appropriation,  a  sum  not  exceeding  eighty  thous- 
and dollars  is  to  be  used  in  the  contruction  of  a  side  branch  to  the  lime 
kilns  in  Catawba  county.  The  money  could  in  no  other  way  be  so  well 
applied.  It  will  largely  increase  the  value  of  the  Road,  thereby  direct- 
ly benefitting  the  Stockholders,  while  it  developes  the  resources  of  the 
State,  adisto  its  material  wealth,  and  greatly  to  the  convenience  of  the 
people,  who  are  beginning  to  find  that  lime  is  essential  to  the  success- 
ful cultivation  of  the  soil.  The  State  Geologist  has  examined  these 
lime  beds — reports  the  stone  of  good  quality  and  the  quantity  inex' 
haustible.  The  branch  penetrates  the  upper  portion  of  that  belt  of 
country  from  Catawba  Station  to  the  South  Carolina  line,  (40  miles,) 
widely  known  for  its  great  mineral  wealth  ;  and  private  enterprise  of 
itself,  will  no  doubt,  gradually  extend  this  branch  through  its  entire 
leilgth.  The  large  iron  operators  of  that  region  are  already  looking  to 
it  with  a  view  to  its  extension,  which  would  result  in  bringing  large 
quantities  of  heavy  freight  to  this  Road  that  is  now  transported  over 
other  lines. 

The  Legislature  has  pursued  the  true  line  of  policy  in  protecting  and 
caring  for  the  Rail  Road  interests  of  the  State.  These  Roads  must  be 
finished  or  the  State  will  languish,  and  we  will  be  unable  to  pay  the 
old  debt,  which,  be  it  remembered,  is  greater  than  the  new.  I  know 
that  good  men  of  all  parties  in  and  out  of  the  Legislature,  favored  this 
policy,  and  the  man  who  goes  about  the  country  now,  inciting  the 
jieople  to  the  repudiation  of  the  Legislature  and  the  debt,  is  no  friend 
of  the  State.  Once  let  the  people  incur  disgrace  by  repudiating  the 
new  debt,  and  the  old  will  ibllow  it  as  a  matter  of  course.  It  is  not 
the  size  of  the  debt  which  makes  our  Bonds  so  low  in  the  market.— 
Xorth  Carolina  can  pay  it,  and  she  will.  The  continual  murmurings 
of  the  dissatisfied  demagogue  against  those  in  authority  here,  against 
all  management,  good  and  bad,  has  much  to  do  with  it.     Slanderous 


reports  arc  circulated  everywhere.  The}'  reach  the  eai's  of  Wall  street. 
It  is  done  for  a  purpose,  and  North  Carolina's  credit  suffers  at  the 
hands  of  her  own  people.  The  good  men  of  the  State  will  sustain  the 
credit  of  the  State.  It  was  certainly  the  part  of  wisdom  in  the  Legis- 
lature to  finish  these  Roads,  and  whether  the  Bonds  bring  an  hundred, 
fifty,  or  ten  cents  on  the  dollar,  their  action  in  this  regard,  is  none 
the  less  commendable. 

It  affords  me  a  gi-eat  deal  of  pleasure  to  be  able  to  say  to  you,  that 
the  Western  North  Carolina  Rail  Road  is  a  pet  scheme  of  the  Govern- 
or of  the  State,  and  almost  universally  favored  b}' the  Legislature. — 
Both  are  deeply  interested  in  its  completion.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  means  afforded  will  be  energetically  applied  to  this  end,  and  that 
an  early  connection  at  Paint  Rock  will  be  accomplished.  This  will 
then  be  one  of  the  most  popular  Rail  Roads  in  the  South.  The  beau- 
tiful valleys  and  gorges  of  our  mountains  will  be  made  accessible,  the 
fond  hopes  of  our  people  will  be  realized,  and  grateful  hearts  will  ac- 
knowledge the  wisdom  of  those  who  did  so  much  for  them.

Gextlemex  : — Another  of  3'our  annual  meetings  is  at  hand  and  yon 
expect  of  your  officers  reports  of  the  labors  of  the  past  year.  As  they 
all  treat  more  or  less  of  the  same  subject  matters  I  will  endeavor  not 
to  be  tedious. 

The  Committee  of  Inspection  are  quite  right  and  just  in  their  recom- 
mendations and  remarks.  Much  has  been  done  toward  improving  the 
road-bed,  in  ditching,  ballasting  and  putting  in  new  ties — 19,136. 

The  new  HoAve  Truss  over  Second  Creek  is  a  first-rate  bridge.  A 
similar  one  should  ])e  built  at  Third  Creek,  and  a  bridge  will  be  needed 
at  ]3uftalo  Creek  before  a  great  while.  The  depot  at  Third  Creek  is 
about  finished  and  the  lumber  is  out  for  Icard,  which  goes  up  next. 

At  the  Shops  in  Salisbury,  Mr.  Marsh  has  done  a  good  year's  work 
for  the  hands  em])loyed.  With  a  force  sufficient  to  do  the  ordinary 
repairs,  he  has  relmilt  one  engine  and  overhauled  two  others,  built  six 
new ''flats"  and  several  "dumps."  Beside,  he  has  two  new  coaches 
under  way,  one  nearly  complete,  wliich  Avhen  finished  will  do  credit 
alike  to  the  Koad  and  the  mechanics  employed  on  them. 

Being  short  of  rolling  stock  for  the  increased  service  now  being  per- 
formed, Ave  have  not  been  able  to  keep  the  cars  in  as  nice  trim  as  de- 
sired, but  this  difficulty  will  soon  be  removed  when  we  hope  to  present 
a  much  more  respectable  appearance. 

The  great  rain  storm  of  June,  which  visited  the  Avestern  side  of 
Iredell  did  considerable  damage  to  the  embankments  along  Clark's 
Creek  and  swept  away  the  trestle  over  Bufialo  Creek.  This  untoAvard 
event  occasioned  great  inconvenience  to  the  public  by  delaying  the 
trains  for  a  AA'eek.  Every  thing  was  readily  repaired  and,  Avith  the  ex- 
ception of  a  culvert  Avhich  needs  to  be  increased  in  size,  is  as  good  as 
ever. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  this  Koad  I  have  to  record  a  col- 
lision OF  TRAINS.  Accidents  may  happen  from  defects  in  machinery 
or  track,  AAithout  special  blame,  but  a  collision,  ncA'cr.  With  this  as 
Avitli  all  collisions,  there  is  not  a  shadoAV  of  excuse — but  the  blame  seems 
to  l)e  so  distributed  that  I  cannot  distinguish  unless  some  of  their  con- 
flicting statements  could  be  reconciled.  Of  one  thing  I  am  sure,  that 
there  should  be  more  absolute  control  of  trains  by  the  Superintendent, 
or  less  responsibility.  The  damage  done  to  the  engines  and  cars  AA^as, 
hoAA'CA'er,  not  over  fifteen  hundred  dollars,  and  is  uoaa' repaired.     A  day 
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or  two  afterward  A  rather  serious  break  down  occurred  with  one  of  the 
passenger  engines,  the  result  of  inherent  defects  of  machinery  which 
could  not  have  been  avoided  and  for  which  there  is  no  blame.  With 
these  exceptions  we  have  been  free  from  mishap  during  the  year  and, 
considering  the  amount  of  service  necessary  to  perform  for  the  Con- 
struction Department  free  of  charge,  in  good  condition. 

Much  is  said  about  reducing  the  rates  of  fare  and  frc'ghts — of  tliB  in- 
crease  of  receipts  to  be  looked  for  from  minimum  charges.  To  a  degree 
this  theory  is  true,  but  it  is  subject  to  contingencies  and  qualifications 
which  in  this  country  are  too  freipiently  overlooked.  True  the  object 
of  building  this  Koad  is  to  benefit  the  people  by  affording  facilities  for 
travel  and  trade,  easy,  rapid,  cheap.  But  that  trade  and  travel  must 
support  the  operating  of  the  Road  at  least,  else  the  primary  object  is 
defeated.  Is  it  pretended  that  a  I'eduction  to  half  rates  Avould  double 
the  productions  of  the  country  for  sale  ?  or  double  the  purchases  from 
abroad  ?  I  apprehend  one  of  the  faults  of  our  economy  now  is  that  we 
buy  more  than  we  sell. 

In  a  country  like  ours  the  true  rule  is  to  adjust  the  rates  with  the 
view  of  merely  supporting  the  Eoad  on  its  local  business  and  keep  pace 
with  the  increase  of  business  by  a  corresponding  reduction  of  rates — 
till,  when  a  through  coimcction  is  realized,  you  can  reach  out  for  new 
business  from  which  should  come  your  dividends. 

The  long  expressed  desire  for  a  daily  train  was  met  by  the  Directory 
with  an  order  to  begin  the  service  on  the  first  of  April  last.  B}-  refer- 
ence to  the  tabular  statements  of  this  year  and  last,  it  will  be  seen  that 
for  the  last  quarter,  ending  30th  June,  the  receipts  from  passengers, 
with  a  daily  train,  are  just  twelve  dollars  less  than  for  the  correspond- 
ing period  of  last  year  with  a  tri-weekly  train  !  The  genei-al  result  of 
this  year  is  much  the  same  as  last  year.  The  new  track  now  being 
laid  will  take  us  up  so  far  into  the  mountains  as  to  insure  rt?Z  the  trafJc 
from  that  region.  It  will  cost  but  little  more  to  operate  the  whole  line 
than  the  present  eighty  miles  and  the  receipts  wiU  certainly  be  con- 
siderably increased. 

I  do  not  feel  called  upon  to  speak  of  the  work  of  construction,  since 
your  Chief  Engineer  reports  specially  upon  that  subject,  further  than 
to  say  that  the  Contractors  have  had  every  thing  agreed  to  be  fm-nish- 
ed  them  in  the  way  of  money,  and  that  the  history  of  Rail  Roads  no 
where  shows  a  more  liberal  policy  towards  Contractors  than  has  been 
observed  by  this  Companv,  and  I  may  also  say  that  these  enterjirising 
gentlemeia  iiave  generally  displayed  conimendalile  energ\-  in  the  prose- 
cution of  their  '.vork. 
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The  1,239  lionds  here  sold  can  now  be  bought  back  for  §=137,000  less 
than  we  got  for  them. 

In  presenting  jou  with  the  statement  in  detail  of  my  transactions  as 
your  Financial  Agent  I  must  beg  of  you  to  appoint  a  competent  com- 
mittee to  investigate  my  books  and  statements,  that  you  may  be  as- 
sured of  their  correctness.  This  is  due  to  you  and  me  alike.  So  large 
ii  fund  should  not  be  carelessly  treated. 

I  confess  to  having  assumed  the  respousibihties  of  this  position,  if 
not  with  reluctance,  at  least  with  some  misgivings  ;  for  I  know  corrupt 
men  might  conjecture  evil  when  they  saw  opportunities  for  speculation 
and  personal  aggrandisement  and  especially  if  any  error  of  judgment 
should  be  committed,  I  might  be  subjected  to  uncharitable  remark, 
but  I  remembered  your  confidence  in  and  kindness  to  me  and  could  not 
doubt  that  3'ou  would  sustain  me.  This  reflection  is  very  grateful  t^) 
riiy  feelings  and  is,  in  fact,  all  that  could  compensate  me  for  the  bur- 
then I  have  borne,  and  to-day,  thank  God,  I  can  show  your  treasure 
all  safe  and  augmented,  without  my  hands  being  stained  by  a  penny  of 
its  profits. 

The  bonds  wei'e  at  once  placed  in  the  vault  of  the  Bank  of  the  Ee- 
public  in  2^ew  York  where  they  yet  remain,  except  such  as  have  been 
sold  as  shown,  ^o  person  has  ever  had  opportunity  to  handle  or  in 
any  way  use  one  of  them  till  he  bought  and  paid  ibr  it ;  and  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sales  Avere  used  in  the  work  of  construction,  as  far  as  need- 
ed, and  the  remainder  invested  at  heavy  rates  of  interest  in  first-class- 
securities,  which  could  be  I'ealizcd  upon  at  any  moment  with  a  profit, 
or  placed  in  banks  on  good  interest  and  subject  to  call. 

The  purchase  of  the  X.  C.  R.  E.  bonds  besides  yielding  twelve  per 
cent,  interest  gave  a  surplus  profit  of  over  S7,500.  The  A.  &  N.  C. 
E.  R.  bonds  have  already  paid  $0,000  interest  and  will  give  an  addition- 
al profit  ^f  §4,000.  Tlie  rest  of  your  ready  money  not  paid  to  Contrac- 
tors, was  kept  in  the  Bank  at  Charlotte  at  eight  percent.,  and  in  New 
York  at  seven  per  cent  interest,  and  subject  to  call.  Xot  a  dollar  has 
ever  been  used  by  or  for  individuals,  and  it  is  apparent  from  the  amount 
of  interest  collected  on  balances,  that  it  w^as  not  idle. 

The  increase  of  the  State's  indebtedness,  the  failure  to  pay  interest 
on  the  debt,  and  the  croaking  of  politicians  haye  occasioned  a  decided 
depreciation  in  the  market  value  of  our  bonds  since  the  beginning  of 
the  year.  Whether  the  liCgislature  acted  wisel}^  in  making  these  ap- 
propriations is  no  longer  a  question.  The  bonds  are  issued,  and  the 
only  effect  of  this  clamor  is  to  depress  the  market  and  diminish  the  a- 
mount  these  corporations  are  to  get  for  their  securities.  In  view  of 
this,  is-it  possible  for  any  friendly  son  longer  to  aid  in  disparaging  the 
credit  of  the  good  old  Commonwealth  ? 
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If  the  officials  of  otJi-  Rail  Roads  having  control  of  the  bonds,  do  not 
destroy  confidence  by  an  indecent  haste  to  sell,  there  will  always  be 
found  capital  to  take  and  hold  the  issues  of  North  Carolina  ;  but  any 
display  of  uneasiness  on  their  part  will  tell  more  powerfully  upon  the 
market  than  any  other  cause,  for  the  reason  that  these  officials  are 
supposed  to  be  selected  for  their  capacity  and  knowledge  of  affairs. 

Let  the  Rail  Road  managers  act  upon  the  faith  they  would  instill  in 
others,  nnd  our  population,  as  one  man,  zealously  sustain  the  charac- 
ter and  dignity  of  the  State.  Then  we  will  see  our  credit  re-establish- 
ed upon  an  endui-ing  basis.

CHIEF  EKGIKEEB'S  BEPOBT. 


To  tiie  Prefihhnt  and  Directors  of  the  Western  Ko.  Ca.  B.  B.  Co : 

Gentlemen  : — In  my  last  report,  after  taking  a  rapid  survey  of  what  had 
been  done,  and  what  remained  to  be  done  towards  tl)e  completion  of  the 
construction  of  your  Road,  I  closed  by  saying  that  there  was  no  reasona- 
ble doubt,  but  that  it  would  be  completed  and  the  trains  running  to  the 
foot  of  the  Blue  Ridge,  by  July  1869.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  my  expecta- 
t'ons  have  been  disappointed,  and  I  have  to  report  only  a  small  portion  of 
that  part  of  the  road  in  running  order. 

The  causes  of  the  delay  have  been  many,  none  of  them  great,  but  in  the 
aggregate  amounting  to  sufficient  to  account  for  this  vexatious  detention. 

I  am  glad  to  say,  however,  that  the  grading  is  now  in  such  a  state  of 
forwardness  as  to  enable  us  to  rapidly  coniplete  the  track  to  Marion,  be- 
yond that  point  we  are  in  hope  of  being  able  by  extra  exertions  to  partly 
nrake  up  for  lost  time. 

There  is  nothing  of  peculiar^iraportance  to  call  to  your  attention  on  any 
part  of  the  line.  The  Contractors  are  working  full  handed,  except  on  the 
light  work  beyond  the  ridge,  and  east  of  Asheville,  on  most  of  this  route 
the  Contractors  are  just  beginning.  This  is  a  matter  of  little  moment,  aa 
at  any  time,  we  can  complete  that  section  of  the  line,  should  the  necessity 
for  so  doing  become  apparent- 
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The  work  on  the  Mountain  Division  has  progressed  satisfactorily,  with 
the  exception  ofSwannanoa  Tnnnel,  thecommencement  of  which  has  been 
aeriously  delayed,  beyond  the  time  expected  by  myaelfand  the  Contractors, 

I  have  ordered  a  shaft  sunk  six  hundred  feet  east  of  the  Western  portal,, 
thus  practically  reducing  the  time  of  working  theTunnel  onehalf,  and  hope 
thus  to  make  up  for  the  delay  in  commencing  the  work.  The  shaft  will  be 
about  one  hundred  and  twenty  feet  deep,  and  has  already  been  sunk  half 
that  distance  ;  when  it  is  completed  we  will  be  enabled  to  derive  the  liead- 
ing  from  this  point,  the  Eastern  portal,  and  from  the  shaft  both  ways. — 
The  necessary  machinery  is  now  ordered  and  will  be  on  the  ground  in  w 
few  days.  For  a  detailed  list  of  the  Mechanical  structures  and  their  pur- 
poses, I  call  your  attention  to  the  accompanying  table. 

There  is  a  matter  of  (as  I  think)  vital  importance  to  your  road,  to  which 
I  would  briefly  call  your  attention.  It  is  the  feasibility  of  cheaply  construct- 
ing Branch  lines,  which  would  be  feeders  to  the  main  stem  of  the  road,  and 
of  80  constructing  these  lines  that  they  should  be  built  at  the  minimum  of 
expense  at  which  a  Railroad  can  be  built. 

This  can  be  done  in  several  ways;  of  these  I  would  recommend  the  fol- 
lowing: The  building  of  short  side  lines  when  the  traffiic  will  pay  to  rutt 
occasional  trains,  and  laying  them  with  wooden  superstructure;  the  cost 
of  this  superstructure  or  track  would  be,  laiddownabout  one  thousand  dol- 
lars a  mile,  as  against  a  cost  of  many  times  that  amount  for  an  Iron  way. 
It  is  thus  that  public  opinion,  or  rather  the  opinion  of  Capitalists  should' 
force  upon  Engineers  considerations  of  extreme  economy,  though  by  some 
paradox  of  popular  finance  a  notioa  has  prevailed  that  one  could  not  put 
too  much  money  into  a  good  thing.  This  false  theory  carried  out  in  prac- 
tice would  ruin  the  best  schemes  ever  started,  and  might  throw  odium  on 
works  which  properly  and  economically  carried  out  would  develope  the  re- 
sources of  the  State  and  remunerate  the  stockholders. 

The  second  plan  would  be  to  build  surface  roads  of  narrow  gauge  and 
eteep  grades,  worked  by  light  rolling  stock  on  light  rails,  and  penetrating^ 
every  section  which  could  pay  the  lessened  cost  of  their  constructio\i. — 
These  plans  would  extend  the  area  broughtwithin  the  influence  of  the  main 
road,  and  would  create  centers  oftrade  at  the  termini  ofthe  side  lines,  which 
would  accumulate  produce  to  swell  the  tonage  of  the  main  road,  whicb 
would  otherwise  be  disapated  or  not  produced  at  all.  These  branches  have 
been  successfully  worked  by  Locomotives  when  constructed  with  grades  of 
S8'^  per  mile,  curves  of  200"'  feet  radius,  or  28  degrees  and  a  2  foct  gauge. 
These  have  transported  passengers  and  freight  at  fifteen  miles  per  hour  to 
the  amount  of  130,000  Tons  of  freight,  and  140,000  passengers  per  year. 

With  many  such  lines  constructed,  your  road  would  resemble  that  most 
magnificent  and  useful  feature  of  nature,  a  noble  river,  which  gradually 
swelling  its  current  by  the  addition  of  numerous  smaller  streams,  at  lasS 
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boars  u}ion  its  swelling  tiJea,  tfifc  untolil  ric'aea  of  a  nation's  commerce; 
'vljile  its  populous  eiiores  teem  with  a  prosperotia  ami  active  population* 
Thus  wouM  it  l)e  vvitl\  jour  road,  its  freiiilits  and  travel  increase!  by  tiie 
feeders  it  wotild  well  iis  vast  stores  into  the  laps  ofunghty  cities  which 
would  grow  along  your  coast,  and  spring  up  on  its  line,  ami  remunerative 
dividendb  would  soon  gladden  the  hearts  of  the  patient  and  enterprising 
stockholders  who  have  used  their  meana  to  complete  it. 

A  little  more  patience  and  another  effort  will  put  us  in  connection  with 
the  great  west.  We  muat  depend  on  thb  connection  for  our  best  freights 
■find  the  seaboad  cities  must  depend  to  a  great  extent  on  our  line  for  their 
ciiances  for  this  trade.  Our  road  (both  the  Eastern  and  Western  divisions); 
give  short  lines  to  a  great  part  of  the  country  lying  west  of  us,  frbm  the 
coast  by  the.  W.  C.  &  R.  R.  R.,  and  the  A.  &  N.  G.  R.  R.,  and  the  N.  G.  R. 
R.  to  Salisbury,  thence  to  Asheville,  thence  to  Russlevilie  on  the  E.  Ten. 
&  Vii.  R.  R.,  thence  to  Cave  City  on  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  R.  R., 
tiience  to  Henderson  on  the  Ohio  River,  thence  to  St.  Louis,  where  the  Kan- 
sas Pacific  R.  R.  runs  througii  Colorado.  New  Mexico  and  Arizona.  Fol- 
knving  the  35th  parallel  makes  it  the  assistance  to  our  ports  the  same  that 
it  ia  to  Baltimore,  with  this  advantage  in  their  favor  that  when  they  are 
reached  there  is  a  direct  communication  with  theoceanona  favorable hne 
for  direct  trade  with  Europe. 

For  the  South-west  branch  of  the  Pacific  R.  R  and  the  Southern  Pacif- 
ic R.  R.,  the  shortest  route  to  the  Ocean  is  by  interfocting  somewhere 
•west  ofthe  western  boundary  of  .\rkansas,  end  thence  direct  to  Little  Rock, 
Memphis,  Chattanooga,  Aslieville,  and  the  West.  No.  Ca.  R.  R. 

The  advantages  of  an  early  connection  through  adifficul'.,  and  mountain- 
ous country,  will  be  seen  by  all.  The  great  cost  of  construction  cuts  off  to 
a  great  degree  competition  which  would  spring  up  in  a  plainer  country, 
and  true,  enables  you  to  direct  and  form,  and  eventually  own  your  connec- 
tions. This  can  be  so  formed  to  be  either  an  air  line  extension  ofthe  main 
stem  or  feeders  to  it,  on  the  route  by  the  West.  No.  Ca.  R.  R.  There  is 
this  further  advantage,  that  there  are  now  no  rotids  built  in  the  parts  of 
Kentucky.  Indiana  and  Illinois  which  we  would  reach.  The  consequence 
is  that  they  can  be  built  as  air-line  continuations  without  conflictin'.;  or  com- 
peting with  any  line  purely  local  in  its  character.  They  will  thus  com- 
mand the  local  as  well  as  the  traflic  property  that  we  may  soon  realize  our 
wiiihes.

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INSPECTORS'  REPORT. 


To  the  Stoclcholders  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Railroad : 

Gen'tlejien;— The  undersigned,  appointed  a  connmittee,  at  your  last  an- 
nual meeting,  to  inspect  and  report  upon  the  condition  of  your  road,  have 
ilie  honor  to  submit  the  following  : 

EXGIXE    nOUSH    AND   TTORKSUOPS. 

Upon  examinatioQ  we  find  the  temporary  shops,  erected  at  Salisbury,  to 
supply  the  place  of  those  burnt  by  the  Stoneman  raiders,  in  a  very  bad  con- 
dition. The  Engine  house  and  machine  shops  are  built  upon  poets  plant> 
ed  in  the  ground,  and  the  posts  are  in  a  rapid  decay,  and  now  very  inse- 
cure. The  work  shop  is  a  good  building,  and  well  worth  a  new  roof.  All 
leak  very  badly,  to  the  great  damage  of  the  tools  and  machinery. 

As  an  Engine  house  and  new  shops  are  absolutely  necessary,  we  would 
recommend  that  the  -original  Engine  house  at  Salisbury,  now  in  ruins,  the 
walls  of  which  are  standing,  and  in  good  condition,  except  a  portion  of  the 
ends,  be  covered  for  that  purpose. 

The  building  is  la-rge  nnd  will  afford  ample  room  for  machine  shop,  En- 
gine house  and  car  shed,  and  we  tliick  it  would  be  a  matter  of  great  econ- 
omy to  the  company  to  attend  to  this  immediately,  and  to  supply  the  shops 
with  all  the  tools  and  machinery  required  in  a  first  class  shop.  There  were 
used  in  the  construction  of  the  Engine  house  four  hundred  and  twenty-one 
ihousand  brick,  and  it  is  worth,  as  it  stands,  near  ten  thousand  dollars. 

It  will  proitably  be  several  years  before  the  shops  are  removed  to  a  cen- 
tral point  and  the  capacity  is  too  limited  now  for  the  demand  on  them  ;  of 
course  the  demand  will  increase  as  the  road  pushes  on  to  its  terminus. — 
Great  expense  will  be  incurred  should  the  shops  not  be  able  to  meet  it. 

Besides,  the  building  will  be  very  necessary  as  an  Engine  house  and  car 
shed,  when  the  shops  are  removed  ;  and  should  the  fond  hopes  indulged  in 
by  your  committee,  be  fulfilled,  and  tlie  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  become 
an  accomplished  fact — of  which  your  road  is  a  link — and  the  trains  come 
ihuiidering  from  San  Francisco,  ladened  with  hundreds  of  passengers,  the 
building  will  not  be  large  enough  for  the  requirements  on  it. 

Six  new  platform  cars,  six  pole  cars  and  one  2d  class  car,  double  decker, 
have  been  built  since  your  last  meeting.  The  Engine  Salisbury,  being  re- 
built last  year,  has  been  completed  and  put  on  the  road — the  Swannanoa 
]ias  been  overhauled  and  new  cast  steel  tyre  put  ou,  and  the  Engine  Mor- 
ganton  generally  repaired.  > 

ROLLIN'G   STOCK. 

The  Tiolling  stock  consists  of  five  Locomotives,  three  coaches,  thirteen 
flats,  six  of  them  new,  two  baggage  and  Exprees  caro  and  two  mail  and  2d 
class  cars. 
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Wlien  Uie  inspocflon  was  made,  all  five  Locomotives  were  in  gooil  order, 
but  since,  a  collision  has  occurred  between  the  Gravel  train  and  Lumber 
train,  damaging  the  Engines  several  hundreds  of  dollars.  We  are  pained 
to  state  that  the  Engineer  of  the  lumber  train  is  to  blame  for  the  accident 
— sliQwing  great  and  unaccountable  heedlessness,  as  he  was  informed  by 
the  Eoad  Master,  that  the  Gravel  train  would  arrive  at  Catawba  Station  in 
10  or  15  minutes,  according  to  a  schedule  agreed  on  ;  in  ten  minutes  the 
coUieion — not  an  accident — occurred. 

The  pitman  of  the  Engine  Catawba  broke,  ran  into  the  steam  chest  and 
damaged  the  Locomotive  very  seriouoly.  This  seems  to  have  been  purely 
an  accident,  but  the  Engineers  cannot  be  held  to  too  strict  an  accountabiU 
ity. 

One  of  the  coaches  is  in  very  bad  order  and  should  be  rebuilt ;  the  other 
two  are  in  running  order,  need  repairing.  Owing  to  the  limited  number  on 
the  road,  it  has  been  impossible  to  stop  them  for  repairs,  though  new  cars 
are  being  constructed  to  supply  this  want ;  there  is  material  on  hand  for 
one  first  class  and  two  second  class  coaches. 

VIADUCTS    AND    BRIDGES. 

We  take  great  pleasure  in  stating  that  the  dangerous  bridge  over  Second 
Creek  has  been  replaced  by  a  magnificent  Howe  Bridge,  and  that  one  is  to 
be  built  over  Third  Creek.  A  portion  of  the  tin  roofing  on  the  Catawba  '[ 
Bridge  has  been  blown  off,  causing  it  to  leak,  which  will  soon  damage  very 
seriously  that  noble  structure — it  should  be  thoroughly  repaired  immediate- 
ly. A  Howe  Bridge  has  been  built  over  Silver  Creek,  a  mile  west  of  Mor- 
ganton.  We  would  suggest  that  those  bridges  be  painted  with  some  cheap 
material.    The  other  viaducts  and  bridges  are  in  good  order. 

ROAD    BED. 

The  Eoad  bed  is  in  very  good  condition,  some  fifteen  thousand  cross  ties 
Lave  been  put  in,  but  many  more  are  needed,  especially  between  Salisbury 
and  Third  Creek — on  that  section  there  are  some  rough  places. 

On  the  13th  of  June  this  section  of  the  country  was  vis. ted  by  one  of  the  \ 
most  destructive  freshets  that  was  ever  known,  which  washed  up  culverts,  i 
swept  away  the  bridge  over  Buffalo  Creek  and  several  hundred  feet  of  the  \ 
road  in  that  section,  ' 

Much  praise  is  due  the  ofiicers  of  the  road  for  repairing  the  damage  so 
speedily,  in  eight  days  a  good  staunch  temporary  bridge  was  built,  the  cul- 
Terts  and  road  repaired,  and  the  trains  ran  through  on  their  regular  sched- 
ules. We  would  recommend  that  a  span  bridge  be  built  at  Buffalo  Creek, 
as  there  is  a  great  deal  of  drift  down  that  creek,  and  that  the  culverts, 
washed  up,  be  enlarged. 

WATER   STATIONS. 

All  the  stations  seem  to  be  in  good  order,  except  the  six  mile  tank — there 
thiS  pipes  need  repairing. 
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STATiOy    nOCSES. 

The  Station  house  at  Third  Creek,  burnt  about  the  eloae  of  the  war,  ia 
•being  rebuilt — the  other  Station  houses  are  in  good  order. 

TRAINS    AND    WOOD. 

We  are  not  advised  of  the  amount  of  wood  on  hand,  but  believe  there  is 
a  supply. 

It  appears  to  your  committee  that  the  travel  on  the  road  does  not  justi- 
fy a  daily  passenger  train,  as  there  is  a  scarcity  of  Loconaotives  for  the 
work  required  ou  the  road. 

WEST    OF    MORGANTOX. 

The  iron  has  beeen  laid  beyond  Silver  Creek,  and  the  sills  several  miles 
farther;  the  work  is  being  rapidly  pushed  forward,  and  you  may  e.xpect 
that  the  trains  will  be  running  to  the  base  of  the  Blue  Ridge  by  the  end  of 
the  y«ar.
